This morning-, it was arranged that he 
should visit the poops nearby, and proceed 
to Washington-by special train in the even­ 
ing. A splendid photopraph oftheQenerai 
and his personal staff officers,,1 forming a 
handsome group',; in front of his tent, and 
another of the General on horseback, were 
taken before starting. When just about to. 
go he said: “ I can hardly bear to see my 
soldiers again.” Then, accompanied by his 
officers and escprt, a magnificent davaleade, 
he rode off to take a last farewell jof his 
troops. The infantry and cavalry attach­ 
ed to his headquarters- were tastefully dis­ 
posed on an adjacent hill. They presented 
a very soldierly appearance. 
McClellan 
rode along the lines, and as he pjassbd en­ 
thusiastic cheers spontaneously arose from 
tlie ranks. The soldiere could not restrain 
their controlling admiration for their Gene­ 
ral. Alter he had passed along the lines, 
and was returning towards the hill, Gen. 
Patrick, commanding the Provost guard at 
headquarters, dashed up the crestl and, 
with cap in' hand, led the whole comtuand 
in three additional tumultuous chejers for 
Gen. McClellan. The Sturgis Rifles, which 
have been with him from the time of his 
first campaign in Western YirginiJ, gave 
an extra complimentary cheer, ahd all the 
men turned their heads around, and gave 
-one long, last lingering look, whilst be rode 
away to bid a similar adieu to othejr com­ 
mands. . 
He then passed through the camps of the 
reserve srtillery. The batteries were all ar­ 
ranged in convenient jiositions, the can- 
noniers standing by their guns. The men 
presented sabres, while the music mingled 
with their cheers ds he passed. The mag­ 
nificent artillery reserve of the Army of the 
Potomac, which McClellan had organited 
with so much care, he seemed reluctant to

prospect of its efficiency being fully dis­ 
played on the field. 
It was while riding from here that Burn- 
■fide, accompanied by a brilliant staff, came 
dashing across the field and joined him.—

But twelve days 
before, in the annual message of the 3d of 
December, I had urjjed upon Conaress the 
adoption of amendments to the Constitu- 
tion of the same character with those sub- 
sequently proposed by Mr.C rittenden, call- 
ed "The Crittenden Compromise." At that 
time high hopes were entertained through- 
out the country that these would be adopt- 
ed.

ns the event proved, that Major Anderso'n 
was then in no danger of attack. Indeed, 
he and his command were then treated 
with marked kindness by the authorities 
and people of Charleston. Under these 
circumstances, to have sent suoh a force 
there would have been only to impair the 
hope of compromise, to provoke collision, 
and disappoint the country.

petiod, when dates will be essentially neces- 
sary to disentangle the statement of Gen. 
•Scott. The South Carolina Commissioners 
were appointed on the 22d, and arrived in 
Washington on the 27th December. 
The 


day after their arrival it was announced 
that Major Anderson had removed from 
Fort Moultrie to Fort Sumter. This ren- 
dered them furious. 


On the same day they addressed an angry 


letter to the President demanding the sur- 
render of Fort Sumter. The President an- 
swered this letter, on the 20th December, 
by ft peremptory 
refusal. 
This brought 


forth n reply from the Commissioner on 
the 2d January, 1801, of such an insulting 
character that the President instantly re- 
turned it to them with the following en- 
dorsement: "This paper, just presented 
to the President, is of such a character that 
he declines to receive it." 
From that time 


forward all fnendly, political and personal 
intercourse finally ceased between the revo- 
lutionary Senators and the President, and 
he was severely attacked by them in the 
Senate, and especially by Mr. Jefferson 
Davis. Indeed, their intercourse had pre- 
viously been of the .coldest character ever 
since the President's anti-Secession message 
at the commencement of the session of 
Congress. 


Under these changed circumstances.Gen- 


eral Scott, by note on Sunday, the 30th 
December, addressed the following inqui- 
ry to the President : 


"Will thePresident permitGeneralScott, 


without reference to the War Department, 
and otherwise as secretly as possible, to 
send two hundred and fifty recruits from 
New York harbor to reinforce Fort Sumter, 
together with some extra muskets or rifles, 
ammuniton and subsistence? It is hoped 
that a sloop and cutter may be ordered for 
the same purpose to-morrow."

dates, proves conclusively thut the Presi- 
dent was not only willing but anxious in 
the brielest period to reinforce Fort Sum- 
tor. 


On the 4th of Januiry, the day before tlie 


departure of the Star of the West from New 
York, as Gen. Scott in hi« statement admits, 
succor was sent to Fort Taylor, Key West, 
to Fort Jefferson and Tortugas Island, which 
reached these points in time for their secu- 
rity. He nevertheless speculates on the 
consequences which might have followed 
had the reinforcements not reached their 
destination in due time; and even express- 
es the extraordinary opinion that, with the 
poscssion of these forts, "the rebels might 
have purchased an early recognition." 


I shall nest advert to the statement that 


the expedition under C.ipt. Ward, "ot three 
or four small steamers belonging to the 
Coast Survey," was kept back by something 
like a truce or armistice, [made here,] em- 
bracing Charleston and Pcnsacola harbors, 
agreed upon between the late President 
and certain principal Seceders of South 
Carolina, Florida, Louisiana, &c. And this 
truce lasted to the end of the Administra- 
tion. Things altogether distinct in their 
nature are often no blended in this state- 
ment that it is difficult to separate them. 
Such i« eminently the case in connecting 
the facts relative to Charleston with Pen- 
sacola. 


Having already treated of the charge of' 


having kept back reinforcements from 
Pensacola, I shall now say something of 
the charge of having also kept them back 
from Charleston. Neither a truce, nor 
quasi truce, nor anything like it, was ever 
concluded between the President and any i 
human authority concerning Charleston.— 
On the contrary, the South" Carolina Com- 
missioners, first and last; and all the time, 
were informed that the President could 
never surrender Fort Sumter, nor deprive 
himself of the most entire liberty to send 
re-inforcements to it whenever it was be- 
•liered to be in danger, or requested by Ma- 
jor Anderson. • It is strangethat Gen. Scott 
was not apprised of this well-known fact:— 
It was then, with some'astonishment, that I1 
leterued? from tfie statement of the General- 
thai he had, on the 12th of March, 1861,

" If, (says Mr. Holt.) with all tlie multi-

Intense Excitement in 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 9, 18G2. 


The removal of General McClellan has 


produced the most intense excitement in 
this city. It is almost the sole topic of con- 
versation everywhere. 


The radicals assert that this removal is 


based upon a report mndo by General llal- 
leck representing that General McClellan 
lias persisted in disobeying orders and mis- 
representing the condition of his army in 
regard to supplies of clothing ami subsis- 
tence. The friends of-General McClellan 
declare that his removal w.as agreed upon 
before the iccent elections, and is a part 
of the programme of the radicals fo obtain 
the control of the armies in the field. 


It is unfortunate for the administration 


that this removal has been made at this 
time without a promulgation to the country 
•of sufficient reasons for it. 


It is asserted that *tpon -every occasion 


when General McClelhm was upon the eve 
of a decisive battle—one which would to a 
,'great extent settle the whole question now 
in issue between the Government and tho 
rebels—he has been prevented from strik- 
ing the blow by I bo interference of the gov- 
ernment. In this instance he was certainly 
Jwshing forward with unwonted rapidity, 
*nd actually astonishing the country by the 
promptness of the movements of his army 
•and the celerity of its progress. 


It is believed that a general and decisive 


••engagement must occur very soon, and may
